throu^ eonsular registrations. 

With regard to the first group, we systematioally oa^ various Oeman 
newspapers oaoh weak for suitable advertisements, and shift our emphasis to 
different oltles from tlms to time in order to build up agent oonoentratlcias in 
eaeh of several loeationa. In this manner we strive to make the most eooaomloal 
use of our ease offloer time.
